Reporter You complain that yor are no 
protected by the civil courts?’ 


treat us as out- 


clude a man from the civil courts and force him 
to trial before partial judges, and without an 
attorney save the prosecutor? That is not the 
worst of it. It is to the disadvantage of the 
soldier that in military courts the responses 
have to be in writing, as it often shuts out facts 
in bis favor. The class-sympathies of officers 
always predispose the judges of military courts 
ageinst privates, and, as a knowledge of the 
partiality shown in military trials 
might exeite popular indignation. all 
such trials are secret star-chamber proceedings. 
The judges and ail members of courts martial 
are sWorn to secrecy, and nothing is ever made 
public except the charges preferred and the sen, 
tence. Sometimes the civil law claims the right 
to hang a soldier for something or other, and te 
this claim the military authority defers, but the 
eivil law gives no protection. It never interferes 
when the judgment of e court martial is cruel 
and unjust. It never interferes to prevent buck- 
ing or gagging or hanging us up by the thumbs 
for the slightest offense." 

Reporter—‘‘Is punishm eat in the ways to which 
you refer common?!’ 

Soldier — They are veryeommon. The soldiers 
are compietely. at the 5 of the officers, and 
for the slightest offense they may be subjected 
tothe worst kind of tortures, If they should 
complain to the military gourte it would only 
fiugure worse treatment. If even in time of 
peace military courts were open to the public 
there would be some chance of the soldier get - 
tiug justice and protection, but the partiality of 
the jndges and the sworn secrecy of the pro 
ceedings render it hopeless to expect anything 
from them. Court martials never punish officers 
for enforcing discipline, and every act of bru- 
tality s considered an enforcement of discip- 
une. 

Reporter — Do the non-commissioned officers 
iil-treat the men?“ 

Soldier—‘‘If they do, they have to keep it from 
the knowledge of the commissioned officers, who 
are jealous of any assumption of authority by 
the non-commissioned officers."' 

Reporter—“‘Are the sentences of the court- 
martials-severe:"' 

Soldier—‘‘Generally they ere. For the moat 
trivial cause a soldier is made to forfeit from 
three to five dollars that have been hardly 
earned. For more grave offenses, a soldier may 
lose all. the back pay that his family or relatives 
greatly need; he may have hia bead shaved; be 
branded with a red-hot iron; be debarred forever 
from the Soldiers“ Home that his hard-earned 
money has supported, and may be sent to an in 
fernal military prison for two, four or even ten 
years.” 

Reporter— What becomes of the fines and 
back pay thus seized*"’ 

Soldter— It all goes to the Soldiers Home. 
Each soldier has also to pay twelve and a half 
cents a month to support the Home, yet can be 
debarred from its advantages. There wasa 
Mexican indemnity of over a hundred thousand 
dollars that was used as the basis for the Sol- 
diers’'Home. Then a law was passed which au- 
thorized the assessment of twenty-five cents a 
month for the Soldiers Home from every non 
eommissioned officer, musician, artificer and 
private in the United States army. Aftera 
time the payment was reduced to twelve and a 
half cents a month, and was made obligatory. 
This tax was paid during the whole war 
and is now collected every month. It 
yields a large amount. Quarter 
masters, employes pay nothing, but have the 
same right to go tothe Home that soldiers have. 
Commissioned officers don't pay anything. If a 
soldier bas paid his tax for years, he may atany 
time be debarred for the most trifling offense 
from entering the Home. If he does go into it, he 
has to give up any pension that may be coming 
to him, and he is very likely to have the Home 
made so uncomfortable that be will leave. 

Repofter—“When a subordinate officer grosaly 
outrages a soldier, why doesn't the soldies com- 
plain toa superior officer?” 

Soldier—*‘Because he knowsthat it would ba 
worse for him. He would, on the alightest pre- 
texts, be harried to death. Even addressing the 
superior officer might subject him to punish- 
ment from the superior. A soldier is not al- 
lowed to speak to an officer as he would to an 
ordinary mortal. It might subject him to punish- 
ment to approach a eommissioned officer with 
out the permission of an Attendant non-commis- 
sioned officer. If the non-commissioned officer 
dones’t go with the soldier into the 
presence of the commissioned officer. 
the soldier is expected to say that he comes by 
permission of the non;commissioned officer. 
When the soldier addresses the commissioned 
officer be must not refer to the officer in the 
second person. He must not say, ‘I wish-you;' 
but, referring to the officer in the second per- 
son, must say, Will the Colonel please permit. 
etc. It is considered a breach of discipline for 
a soldier to address an officer in the second per- 
son. He must refer to him in the third person, 
and be is not allowed to make a rejoinder to a 
commissioned officer. Even if he has permission 
to address the superior he must only reply by 
simple answers to direct questions. if 
he daes to violate military etiquette, 
be may be summarily and severely pun- 
ished, and can get no redress from the 
secret military courts, in, which officers feel it 
imperative on them to sustain the discipline of 
other officers in all cases. The law requires that 
charges must be preferred before next guard 
mount, and trial had within eight days, but this 
law is almost a dead letter; and innocent men 
are often kept months awaiting trial. When 
an officer wishes to inflict punishment in any 
case, the law requires that he should order the 
guard to arrest; but this is often a dead-lettar 
also, and offloers with their own hands inflict 
punishment by going at them with a sword, If 
an officer assaults a soldier, or attempts to 
kill him, the soldier has no redress. If, when 
struck by an officer, he strikes back, he becomes 
liable tothe penalty of death. The common 
solder is the absolute slave of the officers, even 
in time of. peace. The army is always en unte- 
stricted despotism. An officer may be kindly 
and disposed to be just, but he has most des 
potic power, for all that, and whatever he does 
the common soldiers have no protection, either 
from civilor military courte. The talk about 
free American citizen soldiers is all humbug. 
There are no greater aristocrats than army offi- 
eers—none who are more jealous of their pre- 
rogatives."’ 

Reporter—‘‘How is your fare“ 

Soldier—“The law supplies ample rations. 
Fairly drawn and used, the supply of food is 
more than sufficient, but there is great cheating 
in some companies. Instead of the assigned 
rations, a company is allowed to drew only part, 
and thus to raise, from what. should come to 
them a company fund for thé purchase of other 
articles or delicacies, Very often the company 
sergeant, who manages the rations and company 
funds, keeps the men on very scant allowance, 
and steals most of the company fund. From the 
United States rations honestly used, a company 
can live well and have a surplus fund of $100 « 
month to purchase other comforts. Here at 
Taylor Barracks the breakfast is usually four 
ounces of beef or pork,seven aud a’third ounces 
of bread (sometimes good and sometimes bad), 
and a piat of nominal coffee, often Without gu- 


domincer- | ger, and uniformly without milk. The din nor is 


usually a bofled mess of beef and beans and the 
game amount of bread as at breakfast. At sup- 
per each man has acup Of black tes without 
milk, and bread as at breakfast. Formerly the 
men Who went on guard had a piece of meat at 
upper.

THE COAL QUESTION. 

A Daily Supply ef Cheap Fuel the 
Most tg — Element to Pro- 
mote the Future Growth and Pros- 
perity of Louisville. 

To the Editor of the Courier-Journal } 

The recent editorials in your paper, of the 
most important question of a regular dally 
supply of fuel, at the lowest cost of prodac- 
tion, has excited the Warmest interest amongst 
all of our citizens who take a lively concérn 
in the welfare of our city. This supply is 
as important as 
food and clothing. It supplies the motive 


power of all our manufactorics, and these are 
the sources of ‘support to a large portion of 
our population. he poorest classes of our 
4 suffer most when the supply of 
uel is inadequate to our wants; they can not 
provide a supply for the future, but must pay 
whatever price may be extorted from them at 
the very season of the year when their daily 
labor is least in demand. The poor man with 
support, having food and 
raiment to provide, house rent 
to may, and receiving for his 
daily labor but one dollar and a half per day 
may have to pay for one load of coal a week's 
bard labor; if so, how can he provide the other 
necessaries of life? If our dally laborers are not 
provided with the necessaries of life at the 
owest possible cost, we cannot expect to have 
1 Ag hare and growing city. 

‘he opening of the Elizabethtown and Padu- 
cah railroad to the coal fields of Ohio, Muh- 
lenberg and Hopkins counties, in July last, 
furnished us with the first solution to this 
most important interest. We are y be- 
ginning to feel its beneficial influences, not- 
withstanding the fact that the mines are just 
being opened and the business in its infancy. 
It requires time to concentrate the required 
capital and skill to develop coal mines and 
build the necessary branch railroads to bring 
the coal to market at the lowest ible cost. 
To make it profitable the business must be 

rosecuted with ene and skill, and the 
capital must be employed to work continuous- 
ly on a large scale. A company which can turn 
out 5,000 bushels per day can produce coal at 
a less cost than if only half that quantity 
is produced. To do thissuccessfully woul 
require a 2 of the surplus produet in 
coal yards at suitabie points in this city, to 
supp your wants when the river navigation 
is closed by low water or ice. In this trade 
there is no costly supply of boats needed, no 
loss in their wear and tear, no insurance, no 
loss in the dangers of navigatien, no wharf 
expenses, and much less cost in delivery by 
carts to consumers. unng the coming year 
there is no reason why we should not re- 
ceive a daily average suppy of fifty car- 
loads of coal, 260 bushels each, for say 300 
days, which would give us a supply of 5,750,- 
000 bushels, about equal to one-half our au- 
nual wants. In additéon to onrown wants, 
all the towns along the lines of our railroads 
will require increasing supplies, and all our 
railroads will become large consumers. 

Not only the E. and F. R. K., but the Knox 
ville branch railroad and the St. Louis Air 
line road _ will soon be increasing our daily 
supply. The Kentucky river improvement 
must ultimately bei accomplished, All! 
these sources: with the Ohio river, Kanawha 
river, and Big Sandy river, must produce such 
an abundant supply that competition at all sea- 
sone of the year must keep the cost of coal 
down {0 a minimum price. ‘ 

Some intelligent citizensare incredulous as 
to the ability of railroads to y us with 
coal in 22 the Ohio river. The 
coal lands in the vieinity of Pittsburgh now 
cost from $500 to $1,000 per acre, whilst the 
lands along the line of our roads in 
this State and Indiana can be _ pur- 
chased for from 85 to $20 per acre, with as 
thick veins as those in Pennsylvania, and in 
many regions greater. The distance is 
—2 in our favor, and much less capital is 
required to transport the coal to market, 
whilst the cost of mining is the same — three 
and a half cents per bushel. 

To show the enormous coal trade of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, I will give the 
business of that road for the first three years 
after the opening of that road to the coal- 
mines and the last three years. See the 
Miners’ Journal for 1871, page 24: 

For the year 1842, 1,708 tons, 2,000 ibs to the 
ton; 42, bushels. 

For the year 1843, 10,082 tons, 2,000 lbs to 
the ton; 252,050 bushels. 

For the year 1844, 14,890 tons, 2,000 lbs to 
the ton; 407,250 bushels. 

For the year 1868, 848,115 tons, 2,000 lbs to 
the ton; 3,452,950 bushels. 

For the year 1869, 1,230,518 tons, 2,000 lbs to 
the ton: 30,762,700 bushels. 

For the year 1870, 1,182,958 tons, 2,000 Ibs 
to the ton; 27,825,450 bushels. 

A large additional supply, for the Baltimore 
market, is transported to that city,from Penn- 
Sylvania, by the Northern Central railroad. 
Five years ago the price of Pittsburgh coal in 
this city was forced up to the enormous cost 
of 50 to 60 cents per bushel. This can never 
occur again. During the present scarcity, the 
price has not exceeded 32 cents, and there is 
no probability that, in another year, the price 
can exceed 20 to 24 cents, and, in two to three 
years, if we all determine to encourage our 
home production, the price can be reduced, 
during the entire year, to 12 to 15 cents per 
bushel. 

Every dollar we expend for coal produced 
from our mines tends to develop our own re- 
sources. It is retained togenrich our own peo- 
— and does not impoverish our city and 

tate, to build up the wealthy States 

which have so long enjoyed e mon- 

opoly of the coal trade. If we can save in the 

cost of our fuel suppiy An average Of only two 

cents per bushel on 3,500, bushels of 

oa) per annum it would pay the interest on 
railroad to say nothin

of one hundred and twenty miles, at 6 cents 
per bushel a, Sia Comes per ton per 
mile, which is the minimum price of transpor- 
tation on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 
The number of bushels to the ton is 2,000 
unds, and not 2,240 pounds as is generall 
estimated. This is a very low rate and mus 
satiafy all that this company 1s d to do 
all it can to develcp the coal fields along its 
line, and to comply with its pledges to our 
people. R.

The progress of big 
tewns and great cities crowds together masses 
of men who could live tolerably healthy lives 
if they would keep apart, but who, piled in a 
reeking mass of humapity, constitute a new 
danger. Scatter the three millions of Lou- 
doners over a space like Scotland, with room 
between the houses, and sanitary questions 
solve themselves; crowded up, we require un- 
de nd miles of sewers. Hitherto we have 
thought that.to provide the sewers themselves 
was quite enough; now we learn that we 
might as well th ok of escaping all — 
from gunpowder because we stow it away 
neath the earth. Thess miles of sewers con- 
nect all our domestic existence in one chain; 
we are linked together. One man may spend 
hun 8 of ndsin cleansing and watch- 
ing his house, yet his sink-pipes and closet- 
pipes must have an outlet, and this outlet, 
u most carefully constructed and 
watched, will be an inlet for sewer gas from 
the surrounding neighborhooa. The reme- 
dies must be, we suspect, not one, but many. 
In the first place, so long as we have our 
present plan of house-drain we must re 
the necessity of ventilating the whole 
one time there were no 
imneys for smoke, on some hundred years 
heure, when such conduits are no longer used, 
sanitary writers may say, There was a period 
when our ancestors had no chimneys for sewer 
gas, which, therefore, escaped into their houses 
and poisoned them. Beyond the ventila- 
tion of our common and public sewers, ever 
householder, must understand that eac 
water-closet and cach siuk is, and ought to 
„ n suspected place. These are the weak 
points in our armor against typhoid maladies, 
Therefore it is absolutely essential that such 
laces should be cut off, as far as possible, 
— the rest of the house, and ventilated 
thoroughly into the open air. A window 
ventilauion is not enough, because nobody 
can trust servants to keep it — a Every 
closet should have a high o ing to the out- 
er air—a simple perforated iro oP ate, costing 
a few shillings, and made like the section of 
a MDine-inch briek, is quite sufficient as 
regards the closet itself. Further, the pipe run- 
ning through the closetgshould be continued 
upward, and open above the roof. In that 
case the emanations from the sewers would 
pass through the house, and so to the fresh 
air above. We need scarcely add that the 
doors of all such places should be made to 
tit closely and to hut with a spring, while 
windows, corridors and halls should be kept 
partially open all night. These precautions 
are necessary, simply because every house is 
placed directly ores a mine charged with 
sewer-gus. The gas does not explode; it 
might be better if it did; but it steals up and 
tries to kill—regardless of rank or station— 
those who sleep within its reeeh.

Even 
now he has come to a decision rather upon 
the judgment the court ought to pronounce 
than upon marked change of 
mind as to the testator may 
really have intended. Legal authorities are 
agreed that where a codicil revokes the be- 
quest in a will it should do so in a full, am- 
ple and unmistakable manner.’’ Now, what- 
ever view may be taken of the testator’s in- 
tentions, it will not be contended that the 
revocation in the codicil is expressed in lau- 
guage as full and simple as it might have 
been. The court also laid stress on the fact 
that the codicil in which one of the ladies 
was interested, was “evidently prepared by a 
professional mau, whereas the one in dispute 
was merely the work of wie Marquis. Was it 
not probable, asked the Chief Justice, that 
if the Marquis really meant to dispose of those 
enormously large estates he would have 
availed himself of professional assistance, es 
pore when at the same period he ‘was 
1a ving recourse to it in smaller affairs?

“The testator, in making this bequest, 
either forgot the exact clause or bearing of 
his residuary bequest in the will the residue 
of all his personal property, or—what was not 
ut all improbable—if he had it before him, not 
being a lawyer, he did not perfectly know 
what the construction of it was. 

Mr. Justice Keogh observed that a codicil, 
from its very nature, should be taken as part 
of a will, and must be read as part of it, and, 
doing so in this case, he was of opinion that 
the codicil did not carry the intention of the 
testator one particle beyond the residuary 
bequests, and had no application whatever 
beyond them. The unanimity of the judges, 
four in number, is significant, if not decisive, as 
tothe legal bearings of the case, but it is not 
surprising to hear it stated that the plaintifl 
intends to appeal against their decision. Sir 
Richard Wallace considers himself bound to 
do what he can to carry out what he believes 
to be “the intentions” of the late Marquis. 
His motives are not likely to be misconstrued. 
He has proved in a thousand ways that great 
wealth in his hands would not be abuse It 
is satisfactory to know that, whatever may be 
the issue of the present suit, it will not have 
ruin as one of its possible consequences.

Is it heresy to say that no pursuit can be 
more selflsh than that of culture for its own 
sake? there is forgiveness for such a sin, 
either in this world or the world to come, let 
us commit it, and so have the pleasure of ut- 
tering a very earnest conviction. Any com- 
petent observer cannot fail to have noticed 
that the seeking of that which is most admir- 
able in intellectual finish and furniture, sim- 
ply for the sake of holding it in possession, has 
the same degrading effect upon the soul that 
comes to the miser from hvarding his gold. 
»The greatest, wisest, meanest of man- 
kind“ was a typical devotce of seltisi culture; 
and it js safe to declare that all men and wo- 
men who pursue culture as an end, failing to 
devote it to any purpose involving self-sur- 
render, are mean in their degree. So it often 
hap ns that as men grow more learned by 
study, and more skilled in intellectual prac- 
tice, and more nicely adjusted and finished 
in their wer, and more delicate 
and exact in their tastes, do they lose their 
sympathy with the world of common life, and 
become fastidious and disdainful and cold. 
They seem, also, to warm Only toward those 
who praise them and who set an extravagant 
value upon their possessions, and to hold fel- 
— with none but those of kindred pur- 
suites 

It is often noticed, with surprise and regret, 
that as culture comes in faith goes out. 4 
fact seems strange to those who think that 
faith, if it is a rational thing in itself, should 
grow vigorous and far reaching with the rising 
power and deepening delicacy of the mind, 

Is it only the ignorant who have faith? they 
ask; and must man surrender this divine st of 
all poseessions when culture enters? Ay, he 
must if culture is pursued as an end in itself, 
Culture thoroughly Christianized — culture 
oursued for ends of benevolcnc e—streugthens 
sith; but culture that ends in itself and 
its possessor is intidel in every tendency. 
The culture which is pursued for its own 
sake makes a god of self, and so turns away 
the sonl from its relations—carthly and 
heavenly—that self becomes the one great 
fact of the universe. A culture which docs 
not serve God by direct purpose, and with 
loving and reverent devotion, is the purest 
type of practical infidelity; and there are

— * a civilization as ours, in which con- 
— „ ripening culture has been a constant- 
ly descending path into paganism. We fear 
that any thoughtful American, undertaking 
to name those In his Own country who have 
carried intellectual culture to the highest 
point, would be ob to indicate men and 
women to whom Christianity has vo high 
meaning, and by whom it wins no victories. 

When culture is selfish, all its sympathies 
are clannieh.“ There is nothing outside of its 
circle to be either admired or tolerated Such 
culture can have no broad aims, except the 
selfish sim to be b y reco „ What 
ever work it does ts done for the few.

We 
had taken two W hig friends of our district to 
sce him; and after they had sat some time 
listening to him, in utter surprise at his re- 
rr arks, full of the most inipudent, coarse crim- 
ination of others, in words. befitting only a 
bar-room in vulgar broil, of a sudden he stop- 
ped, and turning to the two gentlemen, who 
were dressed in black and both strangers to 
him, he said, But, gentlemen, for aught I 
know, from your cloth you may be parsons, 
and shocked at my words. Let us take à glass 
of me.“ And, rising from his seat, he walk 
ed to u well loaded sideboard, at which, evi. 
dently, he had been imbibing deeply before 
we entered. 

Thereupon we bowed and took leave. One 
after retiring, remarked,

all hopes of saving avy provisions, And to 
make matters worse,wood being unobtainable 
in this desolate spot, we were denied the laxu- 
ry of a fire during the winter, either for culi- 
nary purposes or for warmth, which comforts 
are quite unknown to this benighted face, 

It was a long time before we could partake 
of any of their food, which is served u 
such revolting circumstances that 
forbids a minute descriptions; 8

e women are employed — — the sum- 
mer mouths ga grass, which they use, 
when dry, in their moccasins; also some bitter 
herbs for medical purposes, which they collect 
in great quantities, while the men, during that 
season, are employed pursuing the whale and 
walrus, in canoes. These are formed of walrus 
hide stretched on poles, and, being very light 
and commodious, they man with 
great dexiterity. In kiliine a whale, which 
occupies a con Jerable length of time, the 
canoes glide so noisclessly poses the water, 
(and the whale being very slothful), the first 
notice of their near approach is occasioned 
by one of the natives darting a har- 

oon, mate of ivory, to which is at- 
ached a line made of walrus hide. At the 
end of the line is made fast seal skins inflated 
with wind. This process being repeated pre- 
vents the whale sounding, when they despatch 
him with repeated blows from various ivory 
weapons. The blubber is then divided, taken 
ashore, and placed in pits, the warmth of 
which soon reduces it to a state of decompo- 
sition, in which state it is eaten, and consid- 
ered a great Juxury by them, as be fore stated. 

The walrus is caught in a similar manner. 
It is not only the staple food of the settle- 
ment, but the hide provide material for huts, 
canoes, and nets for catching seal, the last 
are made something similar to our fishing 
nets. 

The hunting ashore is confined to the winter 
months, the chief object of pursnit being 
deer, bears, foxes, and a species of Russian 
rabbit. The weapon chiefly in use is the 
bow and arrow. The former is made 
of wood inlaid with deer sinews; the 
latter, in common with their other weapons. 
is. barbed with ivory. The brown bear, 
which sleeps during all the winter months, is 
held in that terror by the natives when he 
comes out almost famished after his long fast, 
and is seldom molested by them. The white 
bear, on the contrary, falls an easy prey, one 
man being able to dispatch him with a lance. 

Polygamy is indulged in toan unlimited 
extent by the natives, each nian having as 
many wives as he can provide for.
